Most. of the dockyard 
workers drink at Yvonne 
Irwin’s hotel, the Britan- 
nia, in Morris Street, Wil- 
liamstown, 


She has run. the hotel 
for 12-years. 


“No one can afford to 
spend money,” she said. 

Ken McLeod, 53, said 
the retrenchments would 
be -disastrous. 

“?'m:on repat.” he said. 
“Pm 53 and where can I 
get a job if I. get sacked?” 

‘Mr. McLeod said he 
earned a net wage of $70 
a.week. Most of it is 
spent in Williamstown or 
other parts of the west- 
ern suburbs. 

“I’m paying off a house 
here and have two chil- 
dren going to school. 


“A lot of the men there 
are in the Same position 
— at least 75 per cent. of 
them live in. the west. 

“You can’t just take 
them away from the 


dockyards and put them 
into another job. 

“They are specialists.” 

Mr. McLeod said the 
greatest fear among the 
men was not knowing 
who would be sacked 
first. t 

“Like me a lot of the 
blokes are on repat. (re- 
patriation treatment) and 


_we get six weeks leave a 


year. 

“I can’t see commercial 
organisations tolerating 
our needs.” 


He said about one-third 
of the workers at the 
yards were on repatria- 
tion.
